TCS lasted in service from WWII into Vietnam. Originally they had 
dynamotor, motor-generator, or AC supplies. The first dyno models had a dual 
dyno setup with a smaller dynamotor supplying the 250 volts for the RX and 
LV in the TX and bigger dynamotor making the 400VDC for the TX. The 400 VDC 
dyno only ran when the TX was keyed. Later models had a single dynamotor 
supplying both voltages. AC supplies were made in 220 and 110 VAC. They are 
square, about 18" X18", and weigh around 93lbs. These 93lb beasties were for 
shipboard use. PP380 is 110VAC , I think it was for fixed shore use . Steve 
Finelli N3NNG says he has even seen solid state power supplies for the TCS. 
With almost 30 years as an active equipment they lasted through some techno 
changes! 


Those power supplies do show up at swapmeets and the Eplace but usually 
with substitute connectors. Recently there have been TCS cables on the 
Eplace for sale by "Toober". That is Bill Donzelli 
(http: //users.bestweb.net/~toober/ ), a collector and really good guy. Ask 
Bill about connectors, cables, manuals etc. There are some pages with TCS 
info but my list of those is on my home ‘puter, those will be sent when I 
get home next week Scanning the manuals, TCS-5, TCS-6, and TCS-12is in 
process for a fellow in Aussie land but maybe I can find a web home for the 
(large) files.
